This body shall be called the Conser- 
vitive Union, the ir-me of wl-ieii is to be ulti 
inatcly passed upon at some future day, iu gener- 
al convention. 

“Ail. 2. Thi* society shall constitute a band 
tor ivciproc.ii aid, and for the dissemination ot in 
torm ition throughout the State, iu furtherance of 
the great object ab>ve specified. 

“Art. 3 This society sin ill eiul»r:ice, first, one 
deputy in the State, and one deputy in each 
county ; and not Lens than I, nor mure than G, 
in each toicn or ward, besides the deputy, un- ' 
less said deputy shall have </ood reasons for in- I 
#.'< asiitj the number. The-e members shall be 
t iin-u, ,.s equally us m.iv be, from the American 
and Republican parties. 

“Art. 4. Tnere shall he a General State Com- 
mittee, whose duty it .-hall be to call a Slate Con 
▼entiun, after which the Deputy iue cli county 
shall designate the time and place of county ani 
Assembi.i District Conventions, and tlie several 
Deputies ill a Senatorial or Congressional District 
sh.ib perform tlie same duties for District Con- 
ventions, by a general call p” Wished in the pa- 
pers, and the members of this Union, only, shall 
be deli jutes, in all cases, as far as practicable.

It shall be the duty 
ot the County Deputy to send to the State De- 
puty the names of all Deleyates to l oneenti ns, 
whether they be members of this socuty or not. 

“ Art. 7. The members ot this society in each
